Post Grads 
Rejuvenate 

From H)« be9innin9 ol Ihis 
year, the Post-Gradoate Society 
•f A^cdonald College has ac* 
complished several difficult tasks. 
One of the greatest ordeals the 
Society surpassed this year was 
to make it possible for the grad- 
uate students to reclaim th« 
income tax they had been paying 
on their research grants. The 
success ol our struggle became 
beneficial not only to the post- 
graduate students of Macdonald 
College but also to the ones at 
McGill. The Chairman of each 
d^parfm^nf has b«en advised by 
th« Faculty of Graduate Studies 
and Research to support his post- 
graduate students for filling such 
claims. In many instances the 
students have already received 
the income tax paid durir%g the 
previous years. Those who have 
not filed their claims so far, are 
strongly advised to do so, befor<> 
it is too late. 

BUDGET 
Certain differences of opinion 
between the post-graduate stu- 
dents of this College and the 
Student Council had been shelved 
f M -veral years. They were in- 
ed and reached almost to 
;.k this ye<sr when thf> St»j 
dents Council cancelled the al- 
lotment of an annual budget. At 
the suggestion of Dean H. G. 
Dion and Dean S. B. Frost, and 
through the good offices of the 
two Societies, a meeting was ar- 
ranged between the Student 
Council and the Post-Graduate 
Students Executive Committee. 
We were well received by the 
members of Council. Everybody 
felt that the post-graduate de- 
mands were genuine and moves 
should be made to rectify these 
difficulties. One major step in 
this direction was an allocation 
on 10% of Hie student activity 
fees paid by the post-graduate 
students. It was a general feeling 
that this deduction be deposited 
for non-recurrent expenditures to 
be incurred for improving facili- 
ties for the graduate students. We 
are very thankful to the Students 
Council for heeding to our re- 
que.it. I would like to tha ik the 
Council once again for adding 
$75.00 to a sum of $110.00 col- 



Last Monday night, Africa Week on campus got into 
full swing with a three-part programme featuring an 
address by the Ghanian High Commissioner (Ambassador) 
to Canada. The evening, chaired by Prof. D. C. Monroe, 
Director of the Institute of Educ^ition, began with three 
African choral pieces sung by a septet of Africans study* 
ing here. The entire audience stood at attention for the 
singing of the ^'Continental Anthem", the unifying hymn 
of all Africans. 

The High Commissioner is a former teacher and waar 
for some time Ghanian Education Minister and then 
Minister of Defence. His speech began by outlining 
briefly Ghana's historical background. The Portuguese^ 
Dutch, Danish and English first took an interest in the 
country because of its gold mines : later they began to ex- 
port ''human gold'' and this slave trade continued until 
England abolished it in 1833. From 1841 on, bits of ter- 
ritory were welded together to form the Gold Coast, which 
became British territory in 1871. During World War I, 
Gold Coast soldiers showed their worth and "a sense of 
nationhood was born". Demands for self-goveiiiment be- 
gan to be made. Pressure for independance grew and 
finallv, in 1951, Kwame Nkrumah left a British jail to 
lend the Co^' r,^-,^f':^ first n:;ti.'!K>1 <'-<^v.'rn iiu-nt. Tndep^'nd-

PILON PUB READY FOR ONSLAUGHT 



The new tavern, affec- 
tionately referred to as Pi- 
ion's Pub, celebrated its 
official opening last night. 
The gala festivities got un- 
derway early yesterday and 
were highlighted by credit- 
able representation from 
the College. 

The building, owned by 
J.B. D'Aoust, local financeer 
was constructed by J. P. Pi- 
Ion. local construction mag 
net, at a cost of over 
$50,000. The tavern has 
been leased by Mr. Pi Ion 
and will be managed by 
J.C. Cousineau, son In ':nv 
to Mr. Pilon.

that the pub will have a 
seating capacity of over 80 
drinkers plus floor space for 
42 drunks. The bar is 
equipped to handle 24,000 
bottles plus 16 barrels daily 
from 10 A.M. to 12 P.M. 

The most modern cooling 
techniques have been ins 
tituted with 12 coolers 
geared to handle bottles as 
well as a cooling system 
designed to keep a constant 
temperature of 38* to 40* 
for all draught on tap. 

The pub has been hi;;t^- 
lighted by two murals on 
the east wall, each depicting 
the surrounding area.

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Iditorial 

Colleges are known to the public al large, by not only their graduates, 
but also by events they produce throughout the year. Unfortunate as it 
may seem to some, the outside world tends to form opinions of universities 
purely from their public displays. This includes both athletic and artistic 
events. In this sense, we compete with other schools in every activity we 
choose to present. 

It is therefore the responsibility of our school to see to it that we 
are at all times presented in the best possible light and not ALLOW our 
students to misrepresent our institution. We could without effort single out 
any organization on campus, from Students' Council to Dance Committee, 
as a poor representative of our talents. We do however ask our population 
to consider the most obvious of our extra curricular activities — our 
athletic program. 

In the recent poll of Canadian University coaches to choose the top 
T[N, and may we here note that there are only Ihirty five, universities in 
hockey and basketball our entire league rated one team in each catei|ory. 
C^^rl^ton placed tOth in basketball and RMC 10th in hockey. By ronsls- 
ffi^^ly beating Macdonald College these teams show that we belong in 
apf roximately 35th place in the nation. 

The reason for such a poor display is quite obvious — we lack talent. 
ThiS lack is apparent in all phases of an athletic program for the Director 
of Athletics to the manager of the fencing club. How we can continue lo 
be so poorly represented is completely beyond the understanding of most 
students on our campus. 

College athletics have become an important m^ans of "uhliclzing one's 
irs:;tution. For this reason, H is essential that a good showing be made 
in each sport. This can only be done if an efficient and dynamic head of 
a!h!etics is willing to recruit top talent from h'gh schools across the nation. 

We do not here recommend that an elah^rale schol^rshin syslem be 
set up, but we do feel that talented athlf^tes can be aprroached and en- 
couraged to enter Agriculture or Teaching. V/e ?lso feel that a tiuly 
talented athlete does much for the name of h's school 5nd is ?h^refore 
deserving of some financial s«iprort, poss biy the supplying a portion of 
his fees or a book grant or some such stipend. 

This program would require a new ovflook by bo^h j**"t^^ls arrd 
staff but it is essential that we discontinue the practice of playing at an 
interclass level in an intercollegiate league.

Well known as it is to 
institutions all over the 
world, very few students 
attending Macdoriald Colle- 
jre realize that ihe conej>e 
houses the Lyman Entomo- 
logical Museum. Located on 
the third floor of the Biolo- 
^ gy Building, it contains the 
second largest insect collec- 
tion in Canada, and in some 
respects is even ahead of 
the leading Ottawa collec- 
tion. Certainly it is the lar- 
gest university collection in 
Canada. 

In 1914, Mr. H.H. Ly- 
man, an enthusiastic ama- 
teur lepidopterist left in 
his will his private collec- 
tion of Lepidoptera to Mc- 
Gill University. He also es- 
tablished a bequest fund 
for the maintenance* and 
extension of the collection 
and its associated library, 
all of which was then si- 
tuated in the Redpath Mu- 
seum. On December 28, 
1961, the entire collection 
was moved to the new third 
floor of our Biology Build- 
ing by Mr. Vickers the pre- 
sent curator. At the mo- 
ment the specimens are in 
the process of being moved 
again, this time just from 
their former cabinets to 
new steel cabinets of a 
standard size. Thus it will 
be possible to shift the in- 
sects about as new species 
are discovered. 

Although now slightly 
battered, the original five. 



thirty-drawer containers of 
Lepidoptera are still in use, 
but the number has grown 
to 83 caJbinets, with over 
1900 drawers, and more 
than 250,000 specimens of 
2:>,000 species of insects of 
all orders. Insects arrive 
from all over the world, in 
one year anywhere from 
20,000 to 100,000 specimens 
reach the museum. Some of 
these are purchased, but 
many are obtained by ex- 
change with institutions in 
many other countries for 
insects pinned here. For 
example, the Museum is at 
present sending common 
grasshoppers to Russia in 
exchange for Russian but- 
terflies. Museum specimens 
are also available for loan 
to other ori»anizations. 

The original library con- 
tained 78 books. This has 
been increased to approxi- 
mately 4,000 volumes^ in- 
eluding complete sets of 
many entomological period- 
icals, and many old, lare 
books. Some of these vol- 
umes contain beautifully 
d, ne completely han paint- 
ed illustrations, and a few 
date back as far as lltU. In 
addition, a reprint file is 
being set up which will con- 
tain nearly 20,000 titles, 
and which be expanded con- 
tinually. 

. Some time in the near fu- 
tuie a Lyman library room 
will be set up in the base- 
ment of the Main Building, 
>\hich will contain hooks

from the Lyman Museum 
and Biology library combi- 
ned. 

The Museum also con- 
ducts valuable reseach 
work. Several projects, 
mainly on Orthoptera, are 
in progress at the present 
time. Either eight or ten 
research papers are due to 
come out in the next few 
years. In addition, they are 
setting up a basic structure 
of insect identification. Dr. 
Kevin and Mr. Vickery hope 
to publish a book within 
a few years, the illustra- 
tions for which are being 
done by Miss Johnstone, 
who also does work repair- 
ing damaged specimens. 

From Mr. Lyman's first 
donation, the Museum has 
progressed a long way, and 
is still rapidly expanding. 
We are proud to have such 
an institution on our cam- 
pus.
